Tempers flare over center project | 


t by Arlene Surprenant 
‘Tempers flared and questions 
flew during a heated discussion 
over a letter from DPW 
Commissioner Robert Tierney at 
Monday's board of selectmen 
meeting. 

In the letter, dated November 7, 
Tierney informed Wilmington 
Town Manager Buzz Stapezynski 

. that unless the town agrees to move 
ahead soon with the 25 percent 
design public hearing on the Rt. 
129 (Town Center) Project, his 
department “will need to terminate 
the present design contract to make 
the funds available elsewhére." If 
that happens, Tierney added, DPW 
may then consider only improve- 
ments to the existing Burlington 
Avenue Bridge. 

On September 15, the board of 
selectmen had agreed to request a 
dela: the hearing until a 
feasibility study was made to 
provide members with necessary 
information. Now, said Stapczyn- 
ski, DPW was concerned that the 
study was being used "to kill the 
Project." 

All present at Monday's session, 
including store owners William 
Doyle and Rocky Yentile and 
redevelopment authority chairman 
Jay Donovan, were in agreement 
the project should move ahead, 


An angry. Doyle spoke of 
"political procrastination” and 
formerly concerned tenants and 
store owners who have "lost 
interest” in the whole project. 

An equally bitter Yentile claimed 
“everyone's fighting over this 
thing” and said all he wants is "to 
have this meeting (hearing) and get 
it out of the way.” 

Selectmen said they too wanted to 
go ahead but, at the same time, they 
wanted to see something done 
which would address traffic prob- 
lems and aesthetics at Wilmington 
Town Center, 

“We're being penalized because 
we want something done of benefit 
to the town," said Chairman Rocco 
DePasquale, who said he inter- 
preted the letter “as a threat.” 
DePasquale then argued if the 
Burlington Avenue Bridge is as 
unsafe as State Rep. Jim Miceli has 
been saying it is, it is Miceli’s and 
the town's responsibility to either 
close the bridge or do something to 
make it safe, 

Donovan, whose board has 
jurisdiction over the Town Center 
relocation, added that all legitimate 
concerns need to be addressed but 
his board had not received “any 
consideration” from DPW to do 
that.

Town meeting 
Monday night 


Wilmington voters will convene 
in a special town meeting on 
Monday night in Barrows Auditor- 
ium at Wilmington High School. Of 
the five articles on the warrant, 
four deal with requests for 
rezoning. 

Article 1 requests two budget 
transfers. An additional $141,000 
is sought for rubbish disposal, to 
cover increased “tipping fees" at 
the NESWC incinerator in North 
Andover. 

A second item under Article 1 is 
for $9000 to be transferred to the 
Planning Board to provide 
temporary help for cataloging town 
owned land. 

Article 2 seeks td rezone land on 
Andover Street opposite the town 
Highway Dept. garage. Owner 
Kevin McDonald seeks to change 
from R60 zoning to R20, which 
would allow McDonald to build a 
Street with 13 homes. Under 
present zoning, he would be limited 
to five houses. 

Article 3 is proposed by 
developer Steve Lawrenson, who is 
presently involved with developing 


the land behind the North Wilming- 
ton parking Tot, land which was 
fe-zoned for general business at the 
annual town meeting, Lawrenson 
has purchased an adjacent parcel 
and hopes to rezone that parcel for 
business as well. 

Al Fiorenza of West Suet is the 
proponent of Article 4. He is asking 
to rezone to industrial some land on 
the right-hand side of West Street 
near Route 93. He hopes to build a 
banquet facility, the Casa diFior, 
and an office building on the site, to 
replace buildings which would be 
taken or affected by the relocation 
of West Street. 

The final article on the warrant 
seeks to rezone from R60 to R20 a 
portion of the Chisholm mink farm 
off Hopkins Street. The land in 
question is 38 of the farm's 62 
acres. With the present zoning, 
Chisholm said he would be able to 
get 22 houses on the land. If land 
were to be rezoned, he could build 
42. 

The town meeting begins at 7:30 
p.m.

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pig in a poke just because of what 
DPW wants to see,” Donovan told 
selectmen. 

"Right from the start, we took 
our responsibility quite seriously,” 
continued Donovan, adding that he 
was now concerned that test 
borings usually made after the 
public hearing are being made 
presently in the Town Center area.

Plans filed 
for restoration 
at Shriners

Engineer William Jones, of Dana 
Perkins and Associates, presented 
plans to the Conservation Commis- 
sion last Wednesday to restore and 
protect wetlands altered by an earth 
removal operation on the site of 
Aleppo Temple. 

Jones proposed to remove 
boulders 10 feet off the brook to 
serve as a barrier, to loam and seed 
disturbed areas, to plant new 
saplings, to use a siltation fence and 
hay bales for run-off, and to cover 
the roadway in the buffer zone with 
crushed stone to prevent erosion 
He also said he would move 
equipment off the bank and 
establish a second erosion barrier 
outside the buffer zone. 

Previously, the Conservation 
Commission had issued a Cease and 
Desist Order on the property until 
engineers came back with plans to 
work under an Enforcement Order 
of Restoration. s 

Commission members seemed 
pleased with the proposal and said 
Jones could begin restoration work 
within a few days. Members 
suggested he keep them abreast of 
work on the site, something 
expected to take approximately 
four weeks to complete. 

During the brief discussion it was 
brought out that Building Inspector

Following the demonstration, the

Two requests--one for a license to 
store flammable materials above- 
ground and one for a license to 
store an additional 9,000 gallons of 
gasoline underground--received 
the attention of the Wilmington 
Board of Selectmen Monday night. 
In both cases, selectmen unani- 
mously approved the requests. 

Curtin Matheson Scientific Inc, a 
company which distributes chemi- 
cals, materials, and equipment 
primarily to hospitals, sought a 
license to store flammable materi- 
als at their new facility on Jonspin 
Road. 

Operations Manager Natalie 
Bartlett assured concemed board 
members that there would be no 
odors nor threat to the water supply 
as the containers are completely 
sealed and they are prepared with 
absorbents and catch basins. She 
said the company trains personnel 
in case of emergency spills or 
breakage.

Sewer commissioner 
denies increase request 


There will be no increase in the 
amount of septage allocated to 
firms using the Ballardvale Street 
sewer, in Wilmington. So Arthur 
Smith, sewer and water 
“commissioner told Frank Sirocco 
and Ernie Paquin last Thursday. 

‘The two men were representing 
Wilmington Technology Park, an 
85 acre industrial development, 
owned by Tambone Corporation of 
‘Stoneham. Research Drive is the 
main street to that park, and 
construction of the second building 
started about two weeks ago. 

The Ballardvale Street sewer was 
privately paid for, by about a half 
dozen firms now building in that 
area, Ernie Paquin, a civil engineer 
in the Dana Perkins firm, 
represents one of the firms which 
was engaged in the planning of that 
ssewer, and the allocation of use for 
sthe participants. 

The Ballardyale Street sewer 
connects to a 12 inch sewer 
constructed by the Town of

Unfinished roads 
discussed 
by Selectmen 


During a discussion of the permit 
granting system, it was brought out 
that at least four Wilmington roads 
have not ben completed and several 

others were not built to specifica- 
itions. This situation has "severely 
{penalized” neighbors on the roads, 
ssaid selectman Jim Stewart. 
{During Monday's board of select- 
men meeting, Stewart suggested 
that occupancy permits on new 
homes be granted only when the 
roads are complete. So far, he 
added, "the bonding process hasn't 
sworked too well in town,” 


connects with a pumping station. 

Smith told the two men that the 12 
inch sewer is being used to capacity 
under the present planning. Other 
firms would like to be able to use it, 
but the commissioner cannot say 
yes. 

Sirocco and Paquin explained that 
their planning was not for septage, 
but for waste water from a water 
cooling system they were planning 
for the new building 

‘Smith reached into his quiver and 
pulled out an arrow. 

The Massachusetts Water Resour. 
ces Authority (MWRA) will not 
allow any town or city to put air 
conditioning water into a sewer 
system which goes through Boston, 
he said. The Wilmington sewer 
commissioners take care that the 
operation of the sewers conforms 

in every degree to the MWRA 
standards, 

Then Smith reached over and 
pulled out a third arrow. 

The Brown's Crossing Pumping 
Station is the source for water for 
Ballardvale Street, he told the two 
men, The diesel powered pumps at 
Brown's Crossing are hard pressed 
to pump water up that street. 

Wilmington will be in a better 
condition for pumping water three 
years from now, when the new 
water purification station in North 
Wilmington will have been 
completed, Smith said. There will 
be no significant increase in the 
allocation of water until that station 
is complete. 

Yes, the Wilmington water and 
sewer department can pump water 
anywhere, even from the Butters 
Row station, but it is a long way to 

Ballardvale Street, and hard work 
for the pumps. When the new 
station goes into operation things 
will be much better, according to 
Smith. 

Meanwhile, he told Mr. Paquin, 
he could put his expertise to work 
figuring out how Tambone could 

get an additional 50,000 gallons of 
water, and then how to dispose of 
it, after it has been used. 

"Maybe," he said, “Tambone will 
want to build a pond.”

article and the proposed development.

Dennis Volpe is a well known member of the community and 
a resident of Reed Street. As is the case with his neighbors, he 
will be coming to the special town meeting to vote in the 
negative on article five. For Volpe, the story goes back as far 
as fifteen years ago, when he was looking for a place to raise 
his family. "We thought Wilmington was a good town to live 
in’, Volpe says, and he settled in a home on Reed Street. He 
and the other residents of that area were full aware that the 
land all around them was undeveloped, but it is zoned R-60. ‘I 
expected if developed it would be consistent with R-60 and the 
existing development’, says Dennis Volpe. 

This sentiment accurately expresses the feelings of many in. 
the community, and most importantly in that neighborhood. 


Just to take a quick look at this section of Wilmington reveals a 


fine residential area on the banks of the Shawsheen River, with 
a few septic problems as the land just does not drain well. This 
is not a new concept for anyone who has lived in town for a 
while, with Wilmington being predominantly wetlands. 
Therefore, with a development not consistent with the present

Another issue in this proposed rezoning has been recent fj 


advertisements by the petitioner; that if the article is passed 
new homes will be available for $86,000. You don't have to 
be a real estate broker to know that that figure is a bit 
unrealistic, to put it politely. However, it could be justified 
were there some agreement on low income housing on the 
property between Chisholm and the Housing Authority. But, 
according to authority member Dan Gillis, ‘there is no 
agreement with the housing authority and Mr. Chisholm.’ 
Infact, Gillis went on to say that there was no reason to change 
the zoning when the typography of the land has obviously not 
changed as well. Referring to article five Gillis said, "There is 
no good reason for it except profit. Nothing has changed." 
Thus, it would appear that the advertising in question is not 
totally based on a firm foundation of facts. Such low prices on 
housing could only be found in a development when there is a 
Homeownership Opportunity program in effect. This new 
state program would require the backing of a town agency, 
which no developer in Wilmington has at this time. In fact, 


this is probably just as well for the community. 


The 


Homeownership program is stringently controlled by the state 
when executed, and local residents would not necessarily be 
the first to benefit, prior to people éfmianating from the city 


and other areas of Massachusetts. 


And apparently this could be the special town meeting where 
the neighbors themselves decide the future of their own back 
yards, and rightfully so. Residents in the Andover Street area 
are supporting a development by Kevin McDonald, which they 
see in the best interests of their area of town. And when you 
come right down to it, the neighbors are the people to listen to 
carefully on December Ist. After the votes are tallied, they

Dear Larz: 

The teaching staff of the 
Wilmington Public Schools seeks to 
inform you of its Concerns and 
positions regarding current 
contract negotiations. 

Out of 20 surrounding cities and 
towns, the most experienced and 
educated Wilmington teachers are 
the lowest paid. Teachers in towns 
such as Billerica, Tewksbury, 
Reading, Woburn, Chelmsford, 
Dracut and North Reading, made 
from $500 to $4600 more than 
Wilmington teachers in 1985-86. 

If the school committee's current 
three year offer were accepted, the 
top salaries of classroom teachers 
in Wilmington would be far below 
the average salaries in those same 
communities for each of the three 
years. Yet, our students continue to 
score well above state and national 
test averages and Wilmington ranks 
155 out of 300+ Massachusetts 
cities and towns in ability to pay. 

Throughout negotiations, the 
teachers have been striving ,to 
achieve salaries competitive with 
the average salaries of surrounding 
communities. The school commit- 
tee recently justified the super- 
intendent's 22 percent, one year, 
salary increase citing ‘parity with 
the surrounding communities’ as 
the primary factor. They later 
granted the curriculum directors a 
26%, one year, Salary increase for 
the same reason. They have offered 
the most experienced and educated 
teachers a 16 to 20% increase over 
three years (5 to 6.3% per year). 

Why should the teachers have to 
wait three years and still not 
achieve parity? 

Even though we are working 
without a contract, the teachers of 
Wilmington remain committed to 
quality education and the well being 
of their students, We hope that the 
school committee and the 
concerned citizens of Wilmington

Wilmington school sports 
Decision due on league switch

It was a relatively quiet group of 
approximately 40 parents, students, 
and coaches which turned out for 
an informational meeting on a 
proposed switch from the 
Merrimack Valley Conference 
(MVC) to the smaller Cape Ann 
League last Friday. 

Because of declining enrollment 
at the high school, Wilmington 
school officials and all but one head 
coach have backed a proposal to 
change athletic leagues, According 
to Athletic Director Jim Gillis, such 
a move would afford a better 
chance for Wilmington athletes to 
remain competitive. As it stands 
now, he said, athletes have to 
compete against schools with a 
greater pool of students from 
which to draw. 

Principal Paul Fleming seemed to 
set the tone of the meeting through 
his impassioned defense of the

move. He pointed out that 
remaining in the MVC would do a 
"grave disservice” to Wilmington 
athletes who have “a reputation for 
courage, toughness, for winning.” 

If the school were to stay in the 
larger league, he said, "we (would) 
become something akin to cannon 
fodder and would be using our 
young people in that context.” 

Two of the major questions of the 
night dealt with forming a new 
league and keeping the traditional 
Thanksgiving game between 
Wilmington and Tewksbury 

When asked why officials don't 
try to form a new league, Gillis 
replied they worked on this 
approach over a year ago and 
people were "just not interested.” 
Obviously, he added, if Wilming 
ton isn't accepted into the Cape Ann 
League, "we'll do everything we 
can to formulate our own league 

Gillis also assured concerned 


parents and alumni that he could 
think of no reason why Wilmington 
and Tewksbury couldn't continue 
their Thanksgiving rivalry on the 
football field even if they did 
succeed with their plans. ~ 

During the discussion, hockey 
coach Bill Cullen brought up the 
issue of safety, saying this has to be 
addressed or, “because of sheer 
numbers, we may very well see 
some injuries.” 

Gillis has already applied for 
membership in the Cape Ann 
League with the blessing of 
Superintendent of Schools Robert 
Horan, The school committee, said 
Gillis, has final approval. Twelve 
of the 13 member towns have to 
vote in the affirmative.

STUDENT AID AND 
STUDENT LOANS 

Two big changes in the proposed 
new tax law will hit students hard: 
some student aid will be taxable, 
and interest on student loans will, 
after a phase-out, cease to be 
deductible. 

In the past, scholarships and 
fellowships had tax-free status. No 
more. In any scholarships granted 
after August 16, 1986 (the day the 
Joint Committee on Taxation 
reached agreement), only aid for 
tuition, fees, books and lab 
equipment remains tax-free. Aid 
for room, board and incidental 
expenses will be taxed as ordinary 
income. 

In disallowing most interest 
deductions, the new law makes no 
special allowances for interest on 
student loans. In the 1987 tax year, 
35 percent of interest will be 
disallowed for deductions; by 1988, 
60 percent, by 1990 80 percent will 
be disallowed. By 1992, interest on 
personal loans of all kinds -- except 
home mortgages and investment 
borrowing, up to the extent of 
investment income -- will be phased 
out as a deduction.

Tewksbury was once home to the Wamesit Indians

Mico Kaufman, Tewksbury 
sculptor, is interested in. the 
Wamesit Indians. He hopes, 
Sometime in the future, to sculpt a 
monument featuring those people. 
Who were the Wamesits? 

The American Indians who 
inhabited southern New England, 
parts of Maine, New Hampshire 
and Vermont, Massachusetts and 
Rhode Island, and part of Connec- 
ticut, were Algonquins, Their 
language was called Algonquin. 
Some of the early Puritan writers 
called it "Algonquinian.” 

Those early writers, too, referred 
sometimes to their red skinned 
neighbors as "Aberginians.” That, 
possibly, was their way of spelling 
“Aborigine.” 

West of the Algonquins, in the 
New York state of today were the 
Six Nations, with the easternmost 
being the Mohawks, a war-like 
tribe which on occasion’ made 
forays into what is now New 
England. 

Traditionally Massachusetts takes 
its name from Indians who were 
living in the "Blue Hill" area in 
suburban Boston. North of Boston 
there were several Indian areas, 
one of which was Saugus (or 
Saugust). Lynn, Saugus, and 
probably part of Wakefield were in 
that area, North of that were the 
Cochitawit Indians, occupying 
Andover and North Andover. 
Boston was, of course the home of 
the Shawmuts, and the Mishawams 
lived in the Charlestown area and 
northerly, possibly into the 
Woburn area, 

Northerly of Woburn, in an area 
of which Billerica is the center 
were the Shawshins, and northerly 
of that were the Wamesits. In the 
1660's the Wamesits had an area of 
about 500 acres as a reservation, in 
what is now Lowell, but which was, 
first Billerica, and then 
Tewksbury. The Wamesits lived 
easterly of the Concord River, and 
southerly of the Merrimack 

Captain Daniel Gookin of 
Cambridge described Wamesit, in 
1674. There were, he said "fifteen 
families,” which he computed to 
mean "seventy-five souls." 

The land is fertile, he said and is 
an excellent fishing place. The 
variety of fish, in their season 
included salmon, bass, shad, 
lamprey eels, sturgeon an others 
Many Indians came to the site 
during the fishing seasons, 

The ruler was Numphow, “of the 
blood of the Chief Sachems,” and 
his son was Samuel, who could 
speak, read and write English and 
Indian competently. He had been 
educated at a school for the Indians. 

If the Indians could be diligent 
and industrious, Godkin said, they 
"might get much for their fish, 
especially fresh salmon, which are 
of esteem and good price at Boston 
in the season.” 


The Indians, he said “might 
furnish the market fully, being at a 
small distance. And divers other 
sort of fish they might salt or pickle 
as sturgeon and bass, which would 
be much to their profit.” 

"But notwithstanding divers 
arguments used to persuade them 
find some orders made to encourage 
them, yet their idleness and im- 
providence doth hitherto prevail." 

Once a year an English 
magistrate, beginning in May, kept 
court at the site of the Wamesit 
village. He was accompanied by the 
Rev. Mr. Eliot, who had studied the 
Algonquin language, and had 
translated the Bible for the Indians. 
Copies of his Bible, in Algonquin, 
still exist. 


The Rev. Mr. Eliot took 
advantage of the opportunity to 
preach, not only to the local 
inhabitants, but to as many strange 
Indians who could be persuaded to 
hear him. 

Gookin described the site as being 
"an ancient capital seat of the 
Indians.” He related a meeting with 
Wanalancet. 

"May 5, 1674, according to our 
usual custom, Mr. Eliot and myself 
took our journey to Wamesit, or 
Pawtucket; and arriving there that 
evening Mr. Eliot preached to the 
Indians out of Matt xxii, 1-14, the 
parable of the marriage of the 
king's son,” 

“We met at the wigwam of one 
called Wanalancet, about two miles 
from the town, near Pawtucket 
falls, and bordering upon the 
Merrimack river. This person, 
Wanalancet, is the eldest son of old 
Passaconaway, the chief sachem of 
Pawtucket. He is a sober and grave 
person and of years between fifty 
and sixty. He hath been always 
loving and friendly to the English.” 

“Many endeavours have been 
used for several years to gain this 
sachem to embrace the Christian 
Religion; but he hath stood off 
from time. to time and not yielded 
up personally, though for four 
years past he hath been willing to 
hear the word of God preached and 
to keep the Sabbath.” 

"A great reason that hath kept 
him off, I conceive, hath been the 
indisposition and averseness of his 
chief men and relations to pray to 
God; which he foresaw would 
desert him in case he turned 
Christian. But at this time, May 6, 
1674, it pleased God so to influence 
and overcome his heart that-- after 
some deliberation and serious 
pause, he stood up and made a 
speech to this effect: Sirs, You have 
been pleased for four years past, in 
your abundant love, to apply 
yourselves particularly unto me 
and my people, to exhort, press, 
and persuade us to pray to God. I 
am very thankful for your pains.” 

"I must acknowledge I have all 
my days used to pass in an old 
canoe, (alluding to his frequent 
custom to pass in a canoe upon the 
river) and now you exhort me to 
change and leave my old canoe, and 
embark in a new canoe, to which I 
have been hitherto unwilling; but 
now I yield up myself to your 
advice, and enter into a new canoe, 
and do engage to pray to God 
hereafter.” 

The above, written by Capt. 
Gookin, was quoted by the Rev. 
Henry A. Hazen of Billerica, in his 
history of that town, in 1882. Hazen 
went on to describe further, taking 
from Gookin. 

There were present, Gookin said, 
some persons of quality. He named 
Richard Daniel of Billerica and 
Lieut Henchman of Chelmsford; 
“besides brother Eliot and myself, 
with sundry others, English and 
Indians. 

Daniel desired brother Eliot to 
tell the sachem that when he went in 
his old canoe he went in a quiet 
stream, but the end thereof was 
death and destruction of soul and 
body. Now he went in a new canoe, 
perhaps he would meet with storms 
and trials; but yet he would be 
encouraged to persevere, for the 
end of the voyage would be 
everlasting rest. 


Gookins account of the 
conversion of the Indians of 
Wamesit, ends 


"In this town they observe the 
same civil and religious orders as in 
other towns, and have a constable 
and other officers. This people of 
Wamesit suffered more in the late 
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war with the Mohawks than any 
other praying town of Indians, for 
divers of their people were slain; 
others wounded; and some carried 
into captivity; which providence 
hath much hindered the prosperous 
estate of this place.” 

Wanalancet, he who was 
converted on May 6, 1674, was 
credited with the building of a fort 
on "Fort Hill,” and, says the Rev. 
Henry Hazen, tradition seems to 
place the log chapel in which Mr. 
Eliot preached to the Indians as 
being "very near the fine edifice of 
the Eliot Church.” 

In the summer of 1675, at the 
time of King Philip's War, the 
praying Indians of Wamesit retired 
to the wilderness of Pennacook 
(Concord), New Hampshire, to 
avoid being involved in the war. In 
September a company of one 
hundred (white) men were sent to 
ascertain the position of Wanalan- 
cet and his people, in regard to the 
war. 
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The Wamesits retired into the 
forest, on hearing of the approach 
of the company. Their deserted 
wigwams were wantonly burned. 
The sachem did not forget the 
counsel of his father (Passaconway) 
and restrained his young warriors, 
who were eager to attack the white 


men. 
Wanalancet led his people further 
into the wilderness, and they spent 
the winter at the headwaters of the 
Connecticut River. The next year 
they were lured to Dover, where 
they were unjustly imprisoned 
They were soon set at liberty and 
returned to their Merrimack home 
After the conclusion of the war 
Wanalancet visited the home of the 
Rev. Mr. Fiske of Chelmsford. 
Wanalancet asked as to whether or 
not Chelmsford had suffered much 
The clergyman replied that they 
had not, and devoutly thanked God. 
"Me next” said Wanalancet 
The implication, of course, was 
that he had restrained the Indians 


under his control. 
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Mike Finley 


had a pair of 


handsome mules 


Mike Finley. was, in more than 
one way, a unique Tewksbury resi- 
dent, during the years immediately 
following World War I. A resident 
of Brown Sweet, he lived in a small 
home with a detached barn, or 
shed, about 100 yards from South 
Street, and on the northerly side. 

An extremely pleasant person, he 
had an Irish accent which could be 
cut with a cheese knife. No one, in 
Wilmington or Tewksbury could 
equal Mike's accent. 

Mike was the only person in 
Wilmington or Tewksbury at that 
time to own mules, at least as far as 
this writer knows. His mules were 
fine looking animals, with glisten- 
ing coats. Mike would rub them 
down at least twice every day, and 
possibly more frequently 

He was very proud of Mike and 
Bridget, and to see Mike drive off 
in his bright red express wagon, 
with those mules trotting briskly, 
and Mike's whip up in the air, sort 
of “cracking” the cadence for the 
mules, was to see something a 
would not forget 
e worked on farms and in 
greenhouses. Tewksbury had 
plenty of both, and there were 
more in Wilmington. He worked 
about wo years for the writer's 


uncle, Christian “Pop” Neilson 
who had a farm called “The Elms 
That farm is today the site of the 


Wilmington Town Hall, among

other things. 

Mike would drive briskly into thgs, 
farm yard area every morning ang” 
unharness the mules for the day., 

At noon time, when he had his® 
own lunch, he would also feed thé: 
mules, with food he had brought 
for them, Pop Neilson would 
frequently offer Mike the privilege 
of taking some oats out of an “oat 
bin," to feed the mules, but Mike 
would always refuse. 

"Ah, Mr. Neilson, they would get 
too frisky!" would be his answer 
That answer, of course, cannot be 
so printed to show Mike's 
thoroughly Irish accent 

Then, after Pop Neilson had gone 
to the house for lunch, Mike would 
think over the offer. He would then 
g0 to the oat-bin and take out a 
couple of hands full of oats, 

“A litte bit of oats won't do them 
any harm!” would be his comment 
to anyone in the barn. And there 
would be a glisten in his eye, and a 
lilt to his voice. . 

Mike disappeared a few years 
after World War I. To say he 
disappeared is to say he no longer 
worked for Pop Neilson, Quite 
probably he was'working for other 
farmers, in Tewksbury. 

And, quite probably, when the 
time came for Mike to appear at the 
Pearly Gates, he was driving a 
smart looking express wagon, 
drawn by a pair of handsome 
mules!

Dr. Patrick Mogan, fornyer 
superintendent of Lowell schdols 
and now a professor at Lowell 
University, is a dreamer and 
idealist, 

So he was introduced, on 
November 20, by Mico Kaufman, 
Tewksbury sculptor, to members 
of the Rotary Club of Tewksbury 
The early days of Lowell, and the 
redemption of that city in recent 
years, was the subject that Dr 
Mogan addressed. 

There were 400 residents in the 
area when the construction of the 
Pawtucket Canal began in 1797 

The Middlesex Canal, in 1804, 
was a part of Lowell, In 1810 
Francis Cabot Lowell went to 
England. When he returned to 
Lowell it was to bring an ideal 
technological system, and an ideal 
philosophical system, to the new 
world. 

By 1816 the owenrs were 
visualizing the canal system, 
complete with turbines, and by 
1820 some of them had secretly 
bought up the land where the 
were planned.

"You cannot tell the story of 

industrialization unless you speak 
of the physical part, and unless you 
speak of the human part. Lowell 
was twice a national laboratory, in 
the 19th and in the 20th centuries. 
In the future we hope we can 
recreate more.” 
‘Now we need to look ahead. The 
Department of Education needs a 
laboratory such as Lowell became. 
The future of the United States rests 
on its high technology.”

Massachusetts deer season starts 
Monday for the scattergun crowd, 
and there are a few excuses which 
will undoubtedly be given to 
explain why there is no venison in 
» the zer this year. Some of 
the excuses are better than others, 
and some just fall flat. 
There aren't any deer -- Try 
again, bunky! More whitetail deer 
‘ are scampering around the New 

England woods now than when the 

Pilgrims landed a-few centuries 

back. Massachusetts, in fact, is 

expecting a near-record deer 
harvest for 1986. 

However, your chances of seeing 
deer is a bit better in the Berkshires 
than it is, say, in the median strip of 
1-93. As my dear old dad used to 
say, "You have to go where are 
they.” 

I didn't see any deer -- 
Another flop. The state recently 
took 32 paraplegic hunters into the 
woods for the annual handicapped 
hunt, and almost all of the hunters 
reported seeing deer during the 
three-day event. Two of the hunters 
went to Nantucket, while the rest 
hunted the Berkshires. Eight of the 
handicapped hunters filled their 
tags, by the say. Not bad at all! 

If you don't see any deer, and 
there are fresh tracks in the area, 
you're either not looking hard 
enough or you're scaring them off. 
‘Try again. 

T couldn't put antlers on it -- 
This excuse WILL hold water. If 
you're not one of the lucky 9,425 


hunters to ¢ an antlerless deer 
permit, you're well advised to stay 
off the trigger unless you can put 
antlers on a deer, | 

But if you managed to see a deer 

in the woods, ANY deer, you're 
way ahead of the game, My brother 
Kevin has been hunting for years 
now and the only deer he's ever 
seen begged him for popcorn at 
Benson's Wild Animal Farm. 
T missed -- Bad excuse. If you 
can't drop a slug into a c¢ cup 
from 100 yards away, go buy as 
many boxes of shells as you can 
afford and practice, practice, 
practice. An inaccurate shooter is 
likely to wound animals, and that's 
a terrible and unforgiveable sin. 
I only brought a camera -- 
‘This is another excuse which passes 
muster handily, Nowhere does it 
say you have to kill to be a hunter — 
that is your choice alone. The chase 
is often better than the kill, But if 
you can put a deer into a camera's 
rangefinder, you could just as 
easily have put it in the freezer.
